That letter came in the morning mail just as I was 
about to write a column on the courage of the New Vork 
Americans old man hockey team —a column which would 
probably have gone on to take up the whole concept of 
“courage” and guts“ in the sports field. 

It’s hard to write about the courdge of men on ice skates taking a 
few bumps and giving a few, pushing a refined rubber heel into a net 
and winding up in their hotel chatting at the supper table ... win or 
lose. a 


In a Tougher ‘Game’ 

It's hard when you're reminded of the boys over in Spain. They're 
ma much tougher “game,” one in which they're popped at from above. 
and from all sides while facing THEIR opponents. And when they lose 
—they don’t usually wind up chatting amiably about it over a supper 
table. They really lose. 

While I don’t want to take anything away from our American ath- 
letés, a great bunch of boys on the whole, it seems obvious that there 
should be a qualification of the word “courage” and the casually used 
phrases such as “flaming spirit,” and great display of guts” and 
“heroism.” 

The fighter who gets off the canvas after being knocked down, 

the team that cracks through for a victory after trailing by a 

big margin, the runner who strains his lungs for the last desperate 

lunge for the specimens they show courage, but only courage of a 
sort. 

I'd like to save the word for the boys who left jobs and sweethearts 
and wives and kids in America to put themselves at the service of the 
Spanish people in their fight against the ugly and merciless forces of 
fascism. 


Those of them who are back smile faintly when they turn 
to the sports page and read about “battling against odds.” What 
kind of “odds” can there be? A pitcher with a more deceptive 
curve to swing a bat against? A football line with a ten pound 
per man advantage in weight for the scrimmage? They can 
always strike out and come to bat the next time—or lose the 
game and challenge the victors to a return match. 

Over in Spain where the bombs rain down from the skies, where 
the enemies in front pour bullets at them much faster and from better 
guns than ‘they can answer with, where the enemies in back of them 
shout craven words of defeat and despair, where too often the “dis- 
play of guts” is savagely literal and not figurative—over there there's 
only one word to describe the intangible equalizing factor inside of 
them—a word I'll henceforth hasitate before using in other fields with- 
out qualification courage. 

The fight is still going on in Spain and will go on in spite of Hearst 
headlines “ending the war.” The black crime of “non intervention” 
at which future generations reading the history of today will spit in 
horror and disgust keeps the fight uneven in tangible weapons. But 
there never was nor will be a non-intervention committee on courage! 


One Who Went Over 


I spoke the other day to James Murphy, a young American boy_ 
who got it in the arm charging up an almost perpindicular hill against 
the fascists. An explosive bullet coming straight down went in at his 
shoulder and tore through to the elbow, shattering bone all the way. 
He’s a good looking Irish youth who left a job and a soft bed and 
knew what he was going over for and that war wasn't martial music 

“Every dollar’s worth of stuff we get over helps more than you 
dream,” he said. 8 

That's about all. I suppose it takes courage too for some of us 
to dig down and shell out a few of our precious dollars. But only 
courage of a sort. The courage you don’t have to qualify is over in 
the trenches, fighting fascism until fascism is beaten.
